Historic 
site could 
open by 
Christmas 

A FORMER Sons of Rest 
building in Halesowen could 
be reopened to the commu¬ 
nity by Christmas after 
a group of campaigners 
signed a lease. 

The historic building was 
closed by Dudley Council in 
2012 and was earmarked 
for demolition, ahead of a 
planned sale of the site, be¬ 
fore members of Hasbury 
Community Association 
stepped in to try to save it. 

The group persuaded the 
council to keep the building, 
which was built in 1948 to 
honour Halesowen’s war 
dead, before agreeing a 25- 
year lease. 

Paperwork is still being 
finalised but association 
member and Councillor 
Donella Russell said she was 
hopeful the building could 
be open within the next two 
months. 

“I’m hoping everything 
goes to plan and we can 
have a big opening party 
this side of Christmas - it 
would be wonderful. 

“It’s been an amazing a 
year with the community all 
pulling together to first save 
the building and then work 
together on what it can be 
used for. 

“We’ve had a fantastic 
response with more than 
20 groups, from weight loss 
groups to art classes, com¬ 
ing forward and saying that 
they will use the building.”

Landlady thanks locals for pub rescue 


THE landlady of a Halesowen pub 
reopened following a community cam¬ 
paign has been raising a glass to toast 
her first customers. 

Loraine Mather has been appointed 
licensee of the Swan Inn, in Long 
Lane, Halesowen, by new owners 
Black Country Ales. 

The pub has re-opened following 
a refurbishment by the Lower Gor- 
nal-based micro-brewery, which took 
the site over from Punch Taverns ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Before the sale, the former owners 
had unveiled plans to demolish the 
drinking venue and replace it with a 


convenience store, despite opposition 
from locals. 

However, the proposal was thrown 
out by Dudley Council last year after 
customers campaigned to save their 
local. 

Packed 

Mrs Mather said: “Our opening 
night was packed from start to finish, 
everyone wanted to come in and see 
the pub they helped to save. 

“You can’t recognise the place from 
what it was like before, it is designed 
to an old country style. We are really 
pleased with it.” 


The pub offers eight real ales, in¬ 
cluding three from Black Country 
Ales. A dartboard has been put up and 
there are plans for a pool table. 

Mrs Mather said: “Creating a local 
pub with real ales sourced locally is 
something I believe the surrounding 
community will like.” 

Black Country Ales director Angus 
McMeeking said: “It is good to keep 
popular pubs like this open in the com¬ 
munity.” 

When Punch Taverns closed the pub 
last year more than 700 people signed 
a petition to keep it open.

A FARMER who suffered a broken 
nose and arm - and narrowly avoided 
losing an eye - in a brutal attack says 
he thought he was going to die. 

The assault at Illey, near Halesowen, was so 
ferocious that police were shocked by the inju¬ 
ries to 71-year-old victim Robert Withers after 
he confronted a man acting suspiciously. 


Mr Withers was hit with a 
metal object across the face 
and then repeatedly over 
the head. 

Speaking for the first time 
since returning to his cattle 
and sheep farm, Mr Withers 
said the attack had left him 
apprehensive 

Severe 

“He smashed me across 
the face and that put my 
right eye out of action 
straight away - at that 
point I thought I was going 
to die,” he said. “This guy 
really wanted to do some 
damage to me. 

“I’ve come home and have 
been recovering from what 
happened, while also trying 
to get back on with things 
like work at the farm. But 
something like this obvi¬ 
ously has an impact on you.” 

Following the attack 
in the early hours of Sep¬ 
tember 8, police have in¬ 
terviewed neighbours and 
trawled hours of CCTV in 
the area. 

Detective Sergeant 
Leighton Shingles said: 
“The farmer’s injuries were 
so severe, that at one point 
doctors feared he may lose 
an eye.” 

Mr Withers, now mak¬ 
ing a steady recovery, said 
he approached the man on 
his patio after spotting him 
through a kitchen window 
at about 5am.

The man told Mr Withers 
he had come to the prop¬ 
erty for a cigarette but then 
launched an assault after 
being told to leave by Mr 
Withers. 

The farmer added: “I just 
hope the police can catch 
him because he could have 
quite easily have killed me 
that night. It was quite a 
terrifying experience.” 

Mr Withers believes the 
man had been scouting the 
area for a property to bur¬ 
gle. Despite his injuries he 
was able to phone for help. 

Det Sgt Shingles added 
that the attacker was de¬ 
scribed as a stocky white 
man in his early forties. 

“He was wearing a dark 
sleeveless bomber jacket 
over a check shirt and dark 
trousers. He also wore a hat 
and claimed to come from 
Bartley Green.”

£3m arts 
centre to 
go forward 
at college 

A £3 million performing 
arts centre will be built at 
Halesowen College after 
plans were approved by 
councillors — despite con¬ 
cerns raised by people living 
near the site. 

Dozens of objections had 
been lodged against the pro¬ 
posals but councillors said it 
was vital the development 
went ahead to improve facil¬ 
ities for students. 

The college has been 
struggling to provide 
enough space for the grow¬ 
ing number of students tak¬ 
ing performing arts courses. 
Some are currently having 
to travel off campus to use 
facilities at Benjamins, a 
function hall in the town 
centre. 

The new centre would en¬ 
able all classes to take place 
on the Whittingham Road 
site. 

But the scheme concerned 
some residents living near 
the campus. In letters to 
the council, they fear sur¬ 
rounding roads will become 
clogged with cars as they 
already suffer nuisance 
parking. A total of 44 objec¬ 
tions were lodged with the 
council. 

Chairman of Dudley 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee Councillor Qadar Zada 
said the college would be 
asked to work with the com¬ 
munity to address concerns 
raised by residents about 
problem parking. 

More attend 
sport venues 

THE number of people 
using leisure centres in 
Sandwell is soaring. 

There were around 1.6 
million visits logged be¬ 
tween April 2013 and March 
2014 — up by six per cent on 
the previous year. 

Staff say one of the rea¬ 
sons for the increase is the 
free swimming scheme 
launched last summer. 

Around £38.5 million has 
been spent by Sandwell 
Council on building new lei¬ 
sure centres in Tipton, Old¬ 
bury and West Bromwich.

A MOTORIST from Halesowen hit 
lOOmph in a 40mph zone when try¬ 
ing to escape police. 

Dwayne Headley drove through 
two red lights and clipped a kerb be¬ 
fore hitting a tree, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. The 34-year- 
old had been involved in a non-stop 
accident half an hour earlier when 
he crashed into the side of a vehicle 
in Park Village on January 13. 


Firearms officers in an unmarked 
police car later spotted the Volvo in 
Oxford Street, Bilston. 

The Volvo accelerated up to 
lOOmph during the two mile pur¬ 
suit before crashing into a tree at 
the Patent Shaft traffic island in 
Wednesbury around 5.30am. Head- 
ley fled on foot but gave himself up 
after being warned: ‘Armed police 
stand still.’ 


The defendant from Spiral Close, 
Halesowen, claimed that ‘voices in 
his head’ had made him drive so 
fast. 

Mr Lee Egan, defending, said: 
“He has not committed any crim¬ 
inal offence for ten years and his 
last driving conviction was 16 years 
ago.” 

Headley had been held in custody 
for a month after being arrested for 


failing to attend an earlier hearing 
of the case. 

He admitted dangerous driving, 
failing to stop after an accident and 
breaching his bail. The defendant 
received a month in jail for the last 
of these, meaning he was released. 

He was given a further 14 months 
prison suspended under supervision 
for two years and banned from driv¬ 
ing for three years.

The market will continue 
to operate on the second, 
fourth and fifth Saturday of 
the month. 

Licensing boss Councillor 
Ken Finch said: “We granted 
the market approval on a 
number of conditions in¬ 
cluding restrictions on the 
movement of vehicles. 

“The company assured us 
they were on look-out for 
more arts and crafts stalls 
to fill the market. 

“From our impression, 
the market has served the 
town well and comple¬ 
mented shops. We hope it 
continues to do so and look 
forward to hearing of its fu¬ 
ture success.” 

Steve Evans, director of 
Bescot Promotions, said: 
“We will now strive to make 
the market better for the 
shoppers, traders and the 
town as a whole.” 

Mr Evans said the mar¬ 
ket had abided by rules set 
down by the council last 
year that no ‘general’ stalls 
were allowed. 

He said: “What we are 
doing now is employing 
someone to work in sourcing 
more traders and that will 
continue to happen from 
now right up until Christ¬ 
mas and into the new year.”

A TEAM of 20 staff respon¬ 
sible for teaching schoolchil¬ 
dren across Sandwell about 
road safety will be axed un¬ 
der planned council cuts. 

The part-time workers 

- 19 women and one man 

- visit schools around the 
borough to teach youngsters 
how to cross the road safely. 

But Sandwell Council is 
proposing to get rid of the 
team - and replace them 
with computer programmes 
- as part of wider plans to 
save £2 million. 

As well as holding lessons 
in the classroom, the team 
take children out of the 
school to demonstrate how 
to cross the road. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
highways and the environ¬ 
ment, said the authority 
wanted to ‘modernise’ the 
lessons using electronic 
technology. 

The proposals have come 
under fire from concerned 
union bosses, who are call¬ 
ing on the council to recon¬ 
sider the move. 

Mohammed Khalik, GMB 
Regional organiser, said: 
“GMB consider that not 
enough priority has been 
given to exploring alterna¬ 
tives to secure this impor¬ 
tant frontline service. We 
want the council to look 
again.”

Hundreds 
say no to 
scheme 
for waste 

NEARLY 1,000 people have 
written to oppose plans for 
a waste recycling for energy 
plant in Brierley Hill. 

A public consultation 
held by Dudley Council on 
Clean Power’s proposal for 
the plant on land off Moor 
Street ended this week and 
the public’s response is an 
overwhelming no. 

Opposition campaign 
group Say No To Waste site 
says it has submitted 894 
letters of objection from res¬ 
idents to the council. Other 
individuals and organisa¬ 
tions, including Wordsley 
School, have joined the list 
of objectors. 

The proposal will now be 
looked at by officers, who 
give their recommendation 
for a decision to the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee. 

Objectors fear the facility 
will give off odours and cre¬ 
ate extra heavy vehicle traf¬ 
fic problems. The company 
has maintained there will be 
no odour from the site with 
their revised plan including 
air locks. 

The proposal is for a 
waste plant to process 
around about 195,000 tons 
of domestic and commercial 
waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes 
and around 34 jobs. 

Initial plans were refused 
by councillors last year.

£19m bus 
station 

WORK was starting on a 
£1.9 million overhaul to 
Cradley Heath bus station 
this week as public trans¬ 
port bosses reveal plans for 
temporary bus stops in the 
town. 

New passenger informa¬ 
tion and improved waiting 
areas will be created during 
the transformation of the 
interchange, next to the 
town’s railway station. 

The work is being paid 
for through the Better Bus 
Area Fund, a £10 million pot 
to improve public transport 
in Dudley. 

The site, in Forge Lane, 
was closing this week for 
work that is scheduled to be 
completed in the new year. 

Cradley Heath railway 
station and Park and Ride 
will remain open and pas¬ 
sengers will still be able to 
use the ticket office during 
opening hours. 

Temporary bus stops will 
be in operation while the 
adjoining railway station 
will continue to operate as 
normal. 

Two temporary stops will 
be set up in Forge Lane 
with another in Lower High 
Street to cope with services 
re-directed from the station. 

Both Forge Lane stops 
will have shelters according 
to officials at Centro, the 
public transport co-ordina¬ 
tor. 

Body found in 
a Coseley flat 

EMERGENCY services 
were called to a Coseley 
property after the body of a 
pensioner was found. 

Police cars and an ambu¬ 
lance could be seen outside 
the flat near McDonald’s on 
Birmingham New Road at 
the weekend. The body of 
a man in his 70s was found 
but police are not treating 
the death as suspicious. 
It is believed he may have 
died from carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Inspector Phil 
Jones said: “The Health 
and Safety Executive have 
been informed but at this 
stage the death is not being 
treated as suspicious.”

Region must build on industrial history - Duke

THE Black Country is the ‘bedrock’ of 
British manufacturing and its expertise 
must never be forgotten, the Duke of York 
has declared. 

Prince Andrew made the comments dur¬ 
ing a visit to our sister daily the Express & 
Star, where he backed the Ladder for the 
Black Country campaign drawn up to help 
thousands of youngsters get a job by creat¬ 
ing apprenticeships. 

He said it was a ‘local solution’ to a na¬ 
tional youth unemployment problem and 
said the region should build on its proud 
industrial history. 


“The Black Country has been at the cen¬ 
tre of manufacturing right from the get-go 
of the industrial revolution,” he said. “It 
has not lost that position - it has perhaps 
felt it is forgotten. But it must never for¬ 
get it has been that bedrock and has that 
knowledge, has that experience, and it has 
that capability.” 

His Royal Highness is the patron of the 
Ladder for the Black Country campaign 
which is urging businesses to take on an 
apprentice and for young people to grab the 
opportunity of a paid work-based training 
scheme.

The Black Country has the worst rates of 
youth unemployment in the country.

Passenger, 86, died after 
bus went over speed hump 


AN ELDERLY woman from Rowley Regis 
died after falling on a bus after it went over a 
speed hump, an inquest heard. 

Dorothy Plant had just got onto the bus in Wednesbury 
when she lost her balance when going to find a seat on the 
single decker. The 86 year-old fell backwards hitting a step 
causing a ‘significant head injury’. 

An inquest held at Smethwick Coroner’s Court heard 


Girl, aged 3, 
in hospital 
after crash 

A THREE-year-old girl is 
still being treated at hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham after suf¬ 
fering a head injury when 
a car ploughed through a 
fence at a school in Dudley. 

Her grandmother was 
also taken to hospital after 
the car knocked down a 
large metal fence at Milk¬ 
ing Bank Primary School 
in Aintree Way, Dudley, at 
3.15pm on Monday of last 
week. 

Shocked 

The three-year-old girl 
was taken to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital where 
she arrived in a critical 
condition, while her grand¬ 
mother was taken to Dud¬ 
ley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
with a fractured leg. 

The driver of the car, a 
man in his 70s, was volun¬ 
tarily interviewed at the 
scene. 

Richard Mason, head¬ 
teacher at Milking Bank 
Primary School, said: “We 
are extremely shocked and 
saddened by Monday’s inci¬ 
dent and all of our thoughts 
are with the young girl and 
her family.” 


that she was conscious in 
the immediate aftermath. 

The pensioner who had 
been on the number 40 bus 
between West Bromwich 
and Wednesbury was taken 
to Sandwell Hospital. 

She had suffered a frac¬ 
tured skull. Her condition 
following the accident on 
November 4 deteriorated 
and she died five days later. 

The inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick Coroner’s Court was 
told Mrs Plant had boarded 
the bus in Coronation Road, 
Wednesbury. 

Driver Lee Whitehouse 
said Mrs Plant had walked 
unaided towards the back 
of the vehicle and he saw 
her go to grab hold a pole 
as he set off. He had only 
travelled yards when he had 
to negotiate a speed hump 
and the bus rocked, it was 
then she appeared to swing 
round, fall, and hit her head. 

Mr Whitehouse told the 
hearing he was made aware 
of what had happened by 
passengers, stopped, and 
called the control centre. 
Emergency services then 
arrived. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique 
recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death on Mrs Plant, 
of Queens Drive. He said: 
“She suffered a significant 
head injury. It was clear 
from the CCTV footage that 
was seen this could not have 
been avoided given the sit¬ 
uation.” National Express 
said: “Our thoughts are 
with Mrs Plant’s family.”

Hospital to stop 
hot lunch meals 

LAMB hotpots and steak 
and kidney pie will no 
longer be on the lunch 
menu for Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal patients as bosses bid to 
save more than £120,000. 

Dishes such as gammon 
in parsley sauce and vege¬ 
tarian curries will also be 
off the lunchtime menu. 
Instead patients will be 
offered soup, sandwiches, 
salad and jacket potatoes 
as a replacement midday 
meal following a review. 

Chefs will still cook a hot 
meal for patients on eve¬ 
nings under the scheme, 
revealed by Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust.

Campaigners call for 
50p booze price hike 


A RISE in drink-related deaths across Dud¬ 
ley has prompted health bosses to call for a 
minimum unit price for alcohol at shops in 
the borough. 

Heath officials want a 50p minimum price to be in¬ 
troduced on a voluntary basis as council bosses work 
with businesses owners to combat alcohol misuse. 

They claim alcohol is playing a role in violent crime, do¬ 


mestic violence and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

But Government minis¬ 
ters have resisted calls to 
table new laws to legislate 
for a minimum price. 

It comes as figures reveal 
142 people have died across 
Dudley borough from alco¬ 
hol-related health problems 
in the latest figures availa¬ 
ble between 2009 and 2011. 

Strategy 

Over the same period ap¬ 
proximately 2,090 people 
died of related conditions 
in the West Midlands and 
there were 15,918 estimated 
deaths in England. 

Public health bosses in 
Dudley say the increase in 
the death rates has slowed 
to one per cent year-on-year 
and they have now drawn 
up a three year alcohol 
strategy. 

It was being unveiled at 
the Heath and Well Being 
Board meeting this week 
at St Thomas’s Community 
Network, Dudley. 

Valerie Little, who is di-

rector for public health in 
Dudley, says they were ad¬ 
vocating a minimum pricing 
level as part of a measures 
to bring further reductions 
to the death rate. 

In the report she said: 
“The real change that would 
make the biggest difference 
is to tackle the affordability 
and availability of cheap al¬ 
cohol. 

“Advocating for a 50p 
minimum unit price would 
deliver noticeable health 
gains for those that con¬ 
sume large amounts of 
cheap alcohol.” 

She added: “Dudley has 
higher than regional and 
national rates of premature 
mortality from alcohol spe¬ 
cific conditions and whilst 
the rate of male mortality 
has decreased slightly, the 
rate of premature mortality 
for females has increased.”

Luckily, the 
Earls High School, where we 
are based, have been very 
sympathetic to our cause 
and have accommodated us 
as well as they can.” 

The club has 700 mem¬ 
bers with a long waiting list. 

Kristian Thomas, of 
Wednesfield, trains at the 
club two or three times a 
week. He scooped bronze in 
the team event at London 
2012. 


Traffic calming scheme 
is planned for busy road 


ACTION will be taken to tackle speeding 
drivers along a busy road in Cradley Heath 
following a spate of accidents, including one 
in which a great-grandfather died. 

Both residents and councillors have raised con¬ 
cerns about the safety of Barrs Road. 

Council plans have now been drawn up to revamp the 
30mph road to lessen the risk to pedestrians and motorists. 


These include narrowing 
the road in some places. 

The road has a history 
of accidents and last year 
retired bricklayer Bernard 
Betts, aged 85, from Cradley 
Heath, was knocked down 
while walking his dog. 

A survey carried out by 
the council showed drivers 
were travelling at speeds of 
up to 38mph near Woodland 
Rise and 35mph near Trejon 
Road. 

Changes to the road will 
include the renewal of yel¬ 
low lines, new signage and 
a narrowing of the road in 
some places by extending 
kerbs. 

Some residents say they 
were originally against the 
plans but are now support¬ 
ing the changes. 

Mrs Annette Mole, who 
lives opposite a part of the 
road where a car overturned 
recently, said: “My original 
problem was with a refuge 
they were planning to put 
in the middle of the road, 
which would have caused 
havoc.

“They have changed the 
plans now so I don’t have 
a problem with them any¬ 
more. The road does need 
to be slower as people come 
down it much too fast.” 

Some residents are still 
unhappy with the plans.

“To their credit some 
planning officials have been 
out but when we asked for 
a crossing, which was the 
most important thing to us, 
they said no, it was too ex¬ 
pensive.”

“We are going ahead with 
the plans to introduce traf¬ 
fic calming measures along 
Barrs Road. We have tried 
to accommodate the wishes 
of residents as best we can.”

FOLLOWING the Scottish 
referendum and the promise of 
‘devo max’ north of the border, 
there are calls now for greater 
devolution in England, with more 
power being given to the region. 

Certainly, it sounds great in 
theory. After all, who wouldn’t 
rather be governed by people 
who think and speak like them, 
rather than a remote metropol¬ 
itan elite? A bit of Black Coun¬ 
try commonsense would be the 
perfect counter-balance to the 
trendy London values we always 
seem to have imposed on us at 
the moment. 

However, 40 years after West¬ 
minster trampled on centuries of 
history by forcing a new county 
on the people of this area - the 
little-lamented West Midlands 
County Council - we should all 
be sceptical about any plans for 
another regional assembly in this 
neck of the woods. 

What would inevitably happen 
is that government apparatchiks 
will spend millions dreaming up 
some equally abstract ‘city re¬ 
gion’ centred on Birmingham, 
where the London metropolitan 
elite will be replaced by a new, 
equally remote Birmingham met¬ 
ropolitan elite forcing its own 
equally bizarre ideas on us all. 

Meanwhile, our great historic 
towns and cities will be reduced 
to the role of suburbs to the 
great Brummie metropolis. 

As a true Black Country mon, 
it has been galling to see the 
way local and central govern¬ 
ment functionaries have taken it 
upon themselves to redefine our 
area along the lines of four lo¬ 
cal authority boundaries, which 
themselves were dreamt up in 
1974. More regional government 
will surely only mean more of the 
same. 

If we are serious about devolu¬ 
tion in Britain, how about the rul¬ 
ing classes stop trying to define 
our identities for us? And instead 
of horse trading among local 
authorities, why don’t our local 
authorities stick to solely rep¬ 
resenting the areas they serve? 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall 
and West Brom are, each, in their 
own right, some of the biggest 
towns in Britain. Real devolution 
would surely mean giving them 
the confidence to stand on their 
own two feet. 

And while they’re at it, they 
could make a start by restoring 
their status within the traditional 
ceremonial counties of Stafford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire.

Have our faggots 
met their maker? 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 

looks at the potential 
demise of a traditional 
Black Country foodstuff 

HAVE we seen the last of the 
proper Black Country faggot? 

When Nigel Brazier’s family-run 
shop shut after 125 years he took 
the recipe for good old-fashioned 
pork faggots with him. 

Now the 64-year-old has found a buyer 
for The Cook Shop in Old Hill - and it 
will be nothing whatsoever to do with 
food. 

Mr Brazier, who closed the Halesowen 
Road business and put it up for sale for 
£120,000 because he wanted to retire, is 
writing a book about his shop’s history 
and pledges to include a recipe with 
every chapter, including for his faggots. 

And these were good faggots too, Mr 
Brazier says. There were people queuing 
up for them on the final Saturday before 
his shop closed. 

“I think we were the last of the cook 
shops selling faggots in the Black Coun¬ 
try,” he says. 

To be absolutely clear, Mr Brazier is 
not suggesting his shop was the last in 
the Black Country to make faggots. 

Plenty of butchers and others make 
them too. The Cook Shop, however, sold 
other groceries. People would get their 
soup and their sugar along with their 
meat. 

Even so, he thinks the art of proper 
faggot making is dying out. 

“You sometimes see chefs come up 
with new recipes and they’re putting all 
sorts of things in them - garlic, half a 
dozen herbs, red wine. 

“These recipes date back to the 1800s. 
Black Country housewives didn’t have 
red wine to pour into their faggots. If 
they had it, they’d drink it. 

“The faggot is a way of using other 
bits of pig you couldn’t put anywhere 



He will now enjoy retirement with 
wife Anne. Their four sons have all 
found careers of their own and live in 
Exeter, Sheffield, Lancaster and the 
Lake District. 

So the recipes will have to be some¬ 
thing people use at home instead of buy¬ 
ing from The Cook Shop. 

“When it comes to the recipes, ‘sim¬ 
ple’ should be tattooed over the heart,” 
says Mr Brazier. 

“If you put anything other than sim¬ 
ple ingredients in a faggot it might taste 
good but it ceases to be a Black Country 
faggot. 

“It’s the same when it comes to Black 
Country bread pudding.” 

Mystery surrounds the identity of the 
person buying The Cook Shop. 

“It will be an entirely different busi¬ 
ness,” says Mr Brazier, from Clent, near 
Stourbridge. “It’s nothing to do with 
food. The buyer wants it kept under 
wraps.”

else. You could use everything from a 
pig bar its squeal.” 

The recipes in his book have been 
written for decades. What the public 
will have to wait for is the story of The 
Cook Shop and the generations who got 
it through the First and Second World 
Wars. 

Mr Brazier has been in the shop his 
whole life. He helped his mother Iris 
out when he was a boy, during the 


school holidays, and then took over in 
1965. 

It was started by his great grand¬ 
mother, Eve Billingham, in 1889 using 
the front room of her home in Old Hill 
High Street. She sold the Black Coun¬ 
try food she cooked herself. 

The business was passed down to her 
daughter Mary and husband Joe Priest 
before it was given to Iris and Bill Bra¬ 
zier and finally to Nigel. 


And it could be another 12 months 
before the book is written and released 
so people can have a go at making the 
faggots for themselves. There is what 
sounds like a challenge to other fag¬ 
got makers to prove they can keep the 
proper Black Country faggots going. 

“When we closed we served 300 to 400 
people on the Saturday morning,” Mr 
Brazier says. 

“I don’t think there’s anyone else out 
there doing what we did. 

“Black Country food is simple. That’s 
its secret and that’s its beauty. 

“It’s in the way the ingredients are all 
brought together. 

“We closed a successful business. 

“The reason we survived so long was 
we created a niche market for ourselves. 

“No-one, or at least very few others, 
did it like we did. 

“People wanted to come here.”

THEY say politics is show busi¬ 
ness for ugly people. Cruel and 
uncalled for as that may be, if 
there’s a sliver of truth in it then 
the party conference season 
must be the equivalent of the V 
Festival. 

It’s Birmingham’s turn to host 
the Tories again with the prom¬ 
ise of a £17 million boost for the 
economy as a result. This, if an¬ 
ything, is the big one. 

Here’s the senior party in Gov¬ 
ernment, rallying its troops en 
masse for the final big autumn 
gathering before the General 
Election. 

‘Go back to your constituen¬ 
cies and prepare for govern¬ 
ment,’ said no-one who ever ac¬ 
tually made it in to government 
(it was David Steel in 1981). 

So the conference needs to 
be a carefully worded plea to the 
electorate as well as a way to 
unite the party. 

Ed Miliband’s speech to the 
Labour conference in Manches¬ 
ter was certainly not his finest 
hour. Forgetting to mention the 
deficit and immigration - two 
of the reasons voters turned 
against the party in 2010 - was 
a serious gaffe. 

Labour may be ahead in the 
opinion polls but typically that 
gap narrows the closer we get to 
General Elections as voters opt 
for the status quo. 

None of this gives David Cam¬ 
eron room for complacency. He 
faces the fight of his life to stay 
in power and the West Midlands 
is going to be essential. 

Labour seats in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire fell to 
the Tories in 2010 but the politi¬ 
cal map looks very different to¬ 
day. For a start, Cannock Chase 
and Dudley South will both get 
a new MP regardless of who 
wins. Aidan Burley and Chris 
Kelly, two of the 2010 intake, are 
standing down. 

Their replacements as candi¬ 
dates do not have the benefit of 
incumbency. Nor will they have 
had much time to get to know 
their constituencies. 

Then there is the ‘grass roots’ 
support. When Mr Cameron 
came to power, three out of 
the four Black Country councils 
were controlled by the Tories. 

Now they’re all Labour again. 
And in Sandwell there is just a 
single Conservative councillor. 

Don’t forget Ukip either. In 
Cannock Chase, the Tories are 
third behind them. 

In opposition in councils, the 
Tories don’t have a record to 
stand by, for better or worse. 

Labour, however, is making 
cuts it says go against the very 
reason many of its councillors 
went into public service but get 
to blame everything on the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

There will be pledges, prom¬ 
ises and policies that come out 
of Tory party conference, all of 
which will be aimed at getting us 
to see the Conservatives as safe 
pairs of hands. The one they’ll 
want us to remember may as 
well be borrowed from Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s campaign: “It’s the econo¬ 
my, stupid.”

Tributes are paid to a 
guardian of the canals 


TRIBUTES have been pour¬ 
ing in for a waterways cam¬ 
paigner who helped preserve 
Midlands waterways. 

Vic Smallshire, who was a founder 
of Dudley Canal Trust, has died aged 
69 after a battle against cancer. 

He was a leading figure in helping 
to establish the trust in the face of 
concerns over the future of the Dudley 
canal tunnels. 

In his younger days he helped build 
a small boat, the Aurora, with his fa¬ 
ther William. The boat was often seen 
journeying on the Black Country canal 
network. 

Surveyor 

Mr Smallshire was born in Bradley, 
Bilston, and worked for the National 
Coal Board as a mine surveyor at Bag- 
geridge Colliery. He had also worked 
at a water utility company as chief 
surveyor. 

When Mr Smallshire was stopped 
from taking his boat into the Dudley 
canal tunnel by officials, this sparked 
a bid to save the tunnel, mothballed in 
1962. It reopened in 1973 after resto¬ 
ration by volunteers. 

Chairman of Dudley Canal Trust 
(Trips) Ltd, Jeff Luesley, said: “It 
was down to his drive and initiative 
that the former British Transport 
Commission’s plans to close Dudley 
Tunnel and adjoining waterways were 
thwarted with the foundation of Dud¬ 
ley Canal Tunnel Preservation Soci¬ 
ety, soon to become the Dudley Canal 
Trust. The trust reopened the tunnel 
and its associated limestone mines 
and caverns and created what was to 
become one of the Black Country’s 
leading industrial tourism spots with 
upwards of 80,000 visitors a year.” 

Mr Smallshire is survived by his 
three children, Robert, Ian and 
Heather and four grandchildren. His 
wife Joy died in 1996.

Borough's MPs back 
bombing raids in Iraq 


DUDLEY’S MPs have joined oth¬ 
ers in Parliament in voting to 
send war planes on bombing 
raids over Iraq in an effort to halt 
the advance of Islamic State. 

Ian Austin, Labour MP for Dudley 
North, questioned why the Govern¬ 
ment was not prepared to target Syria 
as well, as terrorists could cross the 
border to escape. 

Stourbridge Conservative Margot James 
warned there was ‘no doubt’ that Islamic 
State, also known as ISIS and ISIL, would 
‘turn their sights on western targets’ if al¬ 
lowed to to succeed. 

Campaign 

MPs voted by 524 to 43 — a majority of 
481 — to endorse attacks on the militants 
in Iraq in support of a United States-led 
coalition. Labour backed the Government. 

There was concern that the vote, 11 years 
after the invasion of Iraq, would put Brit¬ 
ain into another long military campaign. 
But there was also criticism that targets in 
Syria were being excluded. 

Mr Austin said: “I believe that we should 
have acted sooner to support those among 
the rebels who want democracy and human 
rights.” 

Miss James said: “We are dealing with a 
growing army of medieval barbarians who 
have the most modern 21st century mili¬ 
tary equipment at their disposal. 

“The methods are so barbaric, the man¬ 
power and financial resources are so sub¬ 
stantial that other regional powers are not a 
match for them without western support.” 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris and Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
voted for air strikes.

Arcade's 
toy shop 
on brink 
of closure 

A LANDMARK toy shop 
will close down after almost 
half a century serving the 
families of Dudley unless a 
buyer steps forward.

Shop is selling up due to 
the £200,000 revamp of the 
Fountain Arcade shopping 
centre. 

Alan Caswell said the 
work will cause too much 
upheaval to the layout of his 
shop and he will bow out in 
the new year. 

Mr Caswell, aged 61, said 
he hopes a buyer will come 
forward to save the business 
from disappearing. 

Fountain Arcade is being 
restored to its former glory 
and heritage architects 
want to bring its well- 
known white entrance off 
Stone Street back to how 
it would have looked in 
its 1920s heyday. But the 
scheme includes reinstall¬ 
ing a long disused doorway 
that directly entered the toy 
shop. 

Mr Caswell, who runs the 
business at 30-34 Fountain 
Arcade with sister Lynne, 
said the changes would be 
drastic. Despite this, he says 
he understands the work is 
vital to the regeneration of 
the town centre. 

“All the people who have 
come to the shop have been 
totally loyal to Dudley and 
loyal to the shop so I can 
only thank them from the 
bottom of my heart,” added 
Mr Caswell.

Fourteen authorities, including the four Black 
Country boroughs and Birmingham, have set up a 
consortium called West Midlands Rail, which they 
want to be the public body responsible for train ser¬ 
vices once rail company London Midland’s franchise 
ends in 2017 

The councils met at Staf¬ 
ford’s County Buildings to 
sign a proposition that is 
now being sent to Transport 
Secretary Patrick McLough- 
lin. 

They also say it will help 
them get the most out of the 
£50 billion high speed rail 
line HS2. 

Jobs 

The authorities believe 
devolving powers from 
central Government to the 
West Midlands would create 
a better railway for passen¬ 
gers and bring more jobs. 

The councils say having 
more responsibility for the 
franchise to run services 
through the West Midlands 
would help them lay down 
minimum standards of ser¬ 
vice, including punctuality 
and reliability and hold the 
train operator to account. 

They would also be able 
to set fares, manage stations 
and have a say on security 
and car parking. 

Councils were powerless 
in the final months last year 
when London Midland can¬ 
celled hundreds of services 
because of a shortage of 
drivers.

Family's 10,000-mile trip for a 
reunion with a 1920s motorcar 


IT’S a treasured family photo¬ 
graph - a family of four enjoying 
a holiday in Wales in their shiny 
new convertible classic car. 

And the snap, from the 1920s, has 
led one family to make a 10,000-mile 
journey from their home in Australia 
to see that very same car almost nearly 
100 years later. 

The classic Bean 14 belonged to the 
grandfather of Graeme French, aged 77, 
who last week travelled from Adelaide with 
his son Timothy to the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum, which became the car’s home 
in the 1970s when it was restored. 

The black and white picture of the car, 
which would have been made in one of 
Bean’s factories in Dudley and Coseley, 
shows a relaxed-looking Thomas Woodall, 
then managing director of an iron and steel 
works, reading a newspaper. He is with his 
son Wilfred, in the driver’s seat, his other 
son Eric and daughter Winifred, who sit be¬ 
hind him looking at the photographer.

Winifred was Mr French’s mother and 
the photograph was passed on to him, but 
he never expected to see that fancy car 
again, let alone take a ride in it. 

Restoration 

Mr French was born in Australia after his 
mother emigrated in 1929. 

He received a newspaper cutting at his 
Australian home in the 1970s showing a 
story about the restoration of the Bean 14 
his grandfather purchased for £395 in about 
1924. 

Mr French, a retired financial advisor, 
then organised to see the car at its new 
home at the Black Country Living Museum 
during a visit to the country in the 1990s. 

Last week he returned with his son Tim¬ 
othy to take another look at the vehicle and 
to take it on a ride around the museum 


grounds. Holding the old family picture of 
the car, he said: “It’s a real beauty, isn’t it? 

“It has been wonderful for me to find 
my grandfather’s car. It had always been a 
vehicle I’d look at through the picture and 
admired, but never thought I’d see it and 
go in it myself.” 

He believes the photograph was taken 
in the north Wales seaside resort of Rhyl 
and is thought to be about a year after his 
grandfather purchased the car. 

Bean Cars brought out the Bean 14 model 
in 1923, making about 4,000 up to 1929. 
There is thought to only be about 200 to 
300 in working order today. 

The number 14 reflected the horsepower 
of the engine, which was used to tax the car, 
with £1 a year for each horsepower value. 

The car has four gears and drives at 
about 45 mph comfortably. It has black 
leather seats. 

Mr French said: “When my grandfather 
purchased the car he was living in Stan- 
more Road in Edgbaston - there were only 
two other cars in the road at the time, so 


it was quite a sight for the neighbours and 
the family remembered it well. But with my 
grandfather’s ill health I think it then got 
left in a lock-up garage and then under my 
grandmother’s ownership was lost. 

“I’d often see the picture of the car when 
growing up and marvel at it, but never did 
I think I would see it, until aunt sent me 
an article cutting about the same car being 
restored. I could not believe it. 

“The story was about the car being found 
and so when I came next to England in the 
1990s I made a point of seeing it. Seeing it 
working was amazing - it completed the 
picture for me and felt special getting in¬ 
side it.” 

Mr French’s son, Timothy, 45, a char¬ 
tered accountant, said: “It’s a fabulous car 
which is special to our family.” 

Bean cars were manufactured between 
1919 and 1929, in the early1920s they out¬ 
sold Austin and Morris vehicles. But the 
success was short-lived, when one design 
was released with faults, it led to a drop in 
sales and car production ceased in 1929.

More than 1,000 
use Help to Buy 

MORE than 1,000 people across the Black Country, Staf¬ 
fordshire and Wyre Forest have bought home through 
the Help to Buy scheme. 

Wolverhampton had the largest number of people put 
down a deposit of as little as five per cent on the price of 
their home, receiving loans from the taxpayer of up to 20 
per cent of the purchase cost. 

The city saw 206 people take out an equity loan be¬ 
tween April 2013 and the end of August 2014. 

In Sandwell it was 195 and in Dudley it was 183. 

There were 157 people who used Help to Buy loans in 
Walsall and 147 in Cannock Chase. 

In Lichfield it was 88 and in Wyre Forest it was 69. 
Stafford saw 54 loans and South Staffordshire had 19. 

Almost 53,000 households have bought a home in 
England through Help to Buy, according to housing and 
planning minister Brandon Lewis. 

Nearly 80 per cent of sales have gone to first time buy¬ 
ers, with almost 70 per cent being for new build homes. 

Mr Lewis said it had prompted the sharpest increase 
in private housebuilding starts for 40 years. 


Man died 
six weeks 
after his 
suicide bid 


A FORMER miner died after suffering com¬ 
plications after he shot himself in a suicide 
attempt, an inquest heard. 

Donald Jones had a metal plate in his face after 
shooting himself with a shotgun at his home in Gor- 
nal, on April 9, over fears he was falling ill. 

The following month, the 80-year-old attended Dud¬ 
ley’s Russells Hall Hospital with severe haemorrhaging 


behind the plate, and later 
went into cardiac arrest. 
After several attempts to 
resuscitate him, he was pro¬ 
nounced dead on May 23. 

Kelvin Jones, Mr Jones’ 
son, said his father had an 
appointment at the hospital 
the day after he shot him¬ 
self. 

His son said: “He thought 
there was something the 
matter with him because he 
had been passing blood. 

Stubborn 

“He’d had an appoint¬ 
ment on the Thursday with 
his doctors, and received 
a letter on the Sunday for 
another appointment the 
following Thursday, and it 
happened on the Wednes¬ 
day.” 

He added: “He was very 
alert mentally. Sometimes 
he could be stubborn. He 
knew his own mind 100 per 
cent. 

“He worked down the pits 
for a while and for the 20 
years before he retired he 
worked in a brickyard. 

“He was just a really nice 
chap.” 

Patrick Barnes-Jones, 
from West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, attended the 
scene on April 9. He said: 
“We had responded to a re-

port of someone in the street 
covered in blood. 

“It became evident that 
he had shot himself. He was 
completely conscious and we 
had to keep him upright to 
stop the blood from blocking 
his airway. 

“I did ask him what had 
happened and he said he 
had tried to end it all.” 

The inquest heard that 
Mr Jones, of Roberts Green 
Road, was a keen sportsman 
who njoyed game shooting, 
but had not officially owned 
a gun since 2007. 

DC Simon Pittaway said: 
“We found a single-barrelled 
Harrington and Richardson 
shotgun. There was blood in 
the sitting room where he 
had been treated,and also 
a lot of blood on the bot¬ 
tom two steps of the stairs, 
where I believe he had shot 
himself.” 

Robin Balmain, senior 
coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try, said: “This is very sad. 
I am satisfied there was no 
third party involved and Mr 
Jones shot himself.” 

He ruled that Mr Jones 
died from a cardiac arrest 
due to severe haemorrhag¬ 
ing due to a gunshot injury.

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Battle of Britain air 
heroes remembered

IT was, as Winston Churchill 
proclaimed, ‘our finest hour’. 

All ages from war veterans to young 
cadets took part in parades in Mary 
Stevens Park, Stourbridge and Dudley 
town centre last Sunday to mark the 
Battle of Britain. 

They were paying their respects to 
those who lost their lives during the 
nearly four-month long campaign to 
defend the country against the Ger¬ 
man airforce. 

British airmen were joined by other 
nationalities including Polish, Czech, 
Belgian and Commonwealth pilots in 
the battle which raged in the sky over 
southern Britain from July to the end 
of October 1940. 

A total of 544 RAF pilots and air¬ 
crew died with hundreds wounded. 

Pilot OfficerTim Parkes, officer 
commander for the 451 Stourbridge 
Air Training Corps, took his squadron 
to pay tribute to those who lost their 
lives at the event in Stourbridge. 

He said: “We take part every year 
because it’s an important event for our 
organisation. The Air Training Corps 
was founded at a time when there was 
a shortage of pilots in the run up to 
the Battle of Britain. So for us it’s very 
important.” 

There was a marching band in the 
park and a wreath laying ceremony 
took place. 

The squadron is expecting to take on 
the organising of the event next year 
when the RAF Association is expected 
to step down from the role. 

In Dudley Air Training Corps ca¬ 
dets took part in a parade Trom Priory 
Road, though the town centre to St 
Thomas and St Luke’s Church. 

A civic service of remembrance was 
held at the church, led by the Rev 
Canon Judith Oliver, attended by civic 
guests, veterans and members of the 
public. 

After the service the parade made 
its way back to Priory Road where 


Commander Jon Milsom from RAF 
Cosford, alongside Mayor of Dud¬ 
ley Councillor Margaret Aston, took 
the salute on the steps of the council 
house. 

Council leader David Sparks, cabi¬ 
net member for transport Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed, chairman of South 
Staffordshire Council Councillor, 
Janet Johnson Chief Superinten¬ 


dent for Dudley Chris Johnson were 
among those who attended along with 
Sandwell deputy mayor Councillor 
Shirley Hosell and Walsall deputy 
mayor Councillor Angela Underhill. 

Councillor Aston said: “I’m so 
pleased that so many people turned 
out to take part in the proceedings 
and help mark this very important 
occasion.”

Speed tables scheme to 
slow traffic on busy route 


A £75,000 traffic calming scheme will be im¬ 
plemented along a busy road in Rowley Re¬ 
gis in the wake of concerns over speeding 
motorists. 

The measures follow a petition concerning the 
speeding traffic and amount of anti-social behaviour, 
mainly from speeding riders on scooters, as well as 
the number of accidents along Harvest Road. 


A five-year analysis of the 
road revealed five accidents 
resulted in injury but there 
may have been more unre¬ 
ported accidents. 

Letters were delivered to 
over 200 properties along 
the road and only one ob¬ 
jection was received. The 
objection was from a resi¬ 
dent concerned about possi¬ 
ble drainage issues a speed 
table outside their home 
could cause and suggested 
a mini roundabout as an al¬ 
ternative. The council met 
with the resident but the 
plans will go ahead despite 
the objection. 

The scheme includes new 
signage, a cycle route and 
several new speed tables to 
slow traffic down. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
highways and environment, 
said: “The measures will be 
implemented because of the

safety concerns brought to 
our attention. 

“The petition was brought 
to us purely because of the 
concern for the number of 
accidents and the residents’ 
concern about the speed of 
vehicles travelling up and 
down the road. Traffic goes 
too fast in one direction and 
way too fast in the other. 

“The funds will in fact 
come from the Local Trans¬ 
port Capital Plan so it is not 
money coming out of the 
council’s pocket. The money 
is there and we can do it.” 

Councillor Crompton 
added: “I believe the bene¬ 
fits will be overwhelmingly 
positive. These measures 
need to be implemented to 
keep residents and children 
safe and avoid further acci¬ 
dents.”

Bosses in a re-think 
over cull of park geese 


SANDWELL Council has an¬ 
nounced a re-think of the 
way it controls the number of 
geese in its parks following 
a protest by more than 2,000 
people. 

More than 200 geese have been 
removed from three parks and 
killed by Sandwell Council in the 
past two years as part of the man¬ 
agement of the bird population. 

Video 

But video released of pest control 
workers ushering the birds into a van 
in Victoria Park in Tipton created a 
furore amongst animal lovers. 

It sparked a petition by Ian Carroll, 
from Sandwell Swanwatch, opposing 
the culling of the Canadian geese and 
calling on Sandwell Council to end the 
practice. 

So far, 2,323 people have signed the 
document. When it reaches 3,000 sig¬ 
natures it will be sent to the council. 

Since then, the council announced it 
was having a re-think over the way it 
manages the geese population.

Councillor Maria Crompton, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for highways and environment, said: 
“There is only a specific period in the 
year when the geese population can be 
reduced and this is during their moult 
sometime during May and June, there¬ 
fore we have no plans to reduce the 


geese population at this present time. 
We are presently gauging public reac¬ 
tion and we will review our approach 
to the management of geese numbers 
during the coming months.” 

In a written document attached to 
the petition, the group said it aimed to 
stop the council culling the geese and 
to promote education on the birds’ be¬ 
haviour. 

Information 

In a Freedom of Information request 
to the council, Mr Carroll found the 
council culled 150 geese in 2013 from 
Dartmouth Park in West Bromwich 
and Victoria Park in Tipton, with a 
further 70 being culled this year from 
Victoria Park. 

The council maintained that the 
killings were carried out as humanely 
as possible and only as a last resort. 

The move by Sandwell Council to re¬ 
think has been welcomed by an animal 
welfare group. Bishopwood Swan Res¬ 
cue, based near Stourport, deals with 
injured birds in the West Midlands. 

Founder Sandy Lee said: “I don’t 
support the idea of culling the animals. 
Everything has the right to live.”

I t’s that time of year again when 
royalty, politicians, and celebrities 
from TV, film and the sports field get 
together for one very special event. 

They’ll be leaving their egos at the 
door of Grosvenor House in London’s 
Park Lane to honour everyday folk 
who have achieved remarkable things. 

Carol Vorderman once again takes 
up duties in hosting the ceremony, 
hearing thought-provoking stories of 
heroism and courage with the odd 
famous surprise thrown in for good 
measure. There are many uplifting tales 
of going the extra mile here, which, in a 
world where everyone seems to be 
looking out for themselves, restores 
your faith in humanity. 

Once more, Prince Charles and

Faster - greener, leaner

The all-new Mercedes-AMG C 
63 Saloon and Estate were re¬ 
vealed this week. 

Using the 205 series aluminium and steel 
chassis structure as its basis, the new C 
63 adds an all-new 4.0-litre biturbo engine 
to give it great performance while unique, 
three-stage adjustable dampers and a be¬ 
spoke steering set-up allow it to retain the 
agility that made the model it replaces the 
most popular AMG ever created. 

The technology applied to the new 
Mercedes-AMG C 63 is focused on en¬ 
hancing the performance of the car - to 
make it as exhilarating as possible yet via¬ 
ble to be used every day. The dynamic en¬ 
gine mounts fitted to the C 63 are a good 
example. 

They reduce unwanted vibration from 
the engine and gearbox by softening 
during normal driving conditions - when 
greater agility is required, they stiffen to im¬ 
prove responses through the speed-sensi¬ 
tive, electromechanical steering and limit 
unwanted movement in the drivetrain. 

Likewise, the C 63 uses a unique sus¬ 
pension set-up. At the front it uses four-link 
suspension, independent steering knuck¬ 
les and a wider track to improve stability, 
while at the rear the multilink system uses 
independent mounts and an increase in 
negative camber. 

Both are linked to AMG Ride Control 
system, operating through electronical¬ 
ly-controlled three-stage dampers - rang¬ 
ing from comfort through to track settings. 
Useful for when the latter is engaged, a 
mechanical locking rear differential for the 


standard C 63 and an electronic version for 
the C 63 S. 

As standard the C 63 is fitted with 
245/40 R18 (front) and 265/40 R18 (rear) 
tyres while the ‘S’ model gains 245/35 R19 
(front) and 265/35 R19 (rear) tyres. 

At the heart of any AMG is its hand-built 
engine. The Mercedes-AMG C 63 uses the 
Ml77 engine - a sister unit to the Ml78 
found in the new Mercedes-AMG GT - dis¬ 
placing 3,982 cc and equipped with twin 
turbochargers neatly packaged in the ‘V’ of 
the cylinder banks and cooled via a special 
duct built in the bonnet of the car. 

Developing 476 hp in standard form and 
510 hp in the C 63 AMG S, it’s nearly a third 
more efficient than the engine it replaces 
yet, in ‘S’ form, produces more power and 
emits less C02 - from 192 g/km of C02. 

Improve 

The combination makes it the most effi¬ 
cient performance engine of its kind. 

A heavily revised version of the AMG 
SPEEDSHIFT MCT 7-speed transmission 
features on the C 63 - now with significant¬ 
ly quicker shift times to improve responses. 

In saloon form, the C 63 AMG weighs 
from 1,715 kg while the Estate weighs from 
1,785 kg (including fuel and the driver). 

Matching the changes under the skin 
are extensive changes to the appearance 
of the car - both outside and in. New front 
bumpers with deep airdams to feed the in¬ 
tercoolers are joined by the unique AMG 
grille and a new bonnet with subtle power 
domes. 

Unique, wider front wings (to clear the 
wider front track) feature a subtle ‘V8 bi¬ 
turbo’ badges above a set of similarly dis¬ 
creet sill extensions.

The rear bumper is also new, designed 
to house the new quad exhaust pipes be¬ 
low a small wing mounted on the bootlid 
and above the tailgate glass on the estate. 

Inside, the changes are immediately 
apparent, with deep, contoured seats set 
behind a small, unique AMG wheel and re¬ 
calibrated AMG dials. 

The option of AMG sports seats can be 
specified along with a range of different 
leather treatments and trim finishes - from 
piano black to carbon and aluminium. 


Buttons for the AMG Ride Control, op¬ 
tional active AMG performance exhaust 
system and the three-stage gearbox 
modes are grouped around the standard 
Touchpad controller, above which is an 
AMG badge and IWC timepiece. 

The Mercedes-AMG C 63 Saloon and 
Estate are both available to order in the UK 
from next month, with prices and specifica¬ 
tions set to be announced when ordering 
opens. First deliveries are expected to take 
place in Spring 2015.

Seat Leon ST hauls 
in its first towing title 


No stranger to the awards scene, 
SEAT’S Leon is celebrating its 
first - and second -towing titles, 
awarded at the Royal Automobile 
Club recently.
